DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-7, 9-25 and 34-40 are allowed over art. 
Claims 8 and 26-33 are cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.
